Include areas such as synthesis and production 
techniques for new engine and powertrain components and body parts in automobile industry, new engine 
and structural parts in the aerospace industry, higher performance semiconductors and photonic devices 
in the semiconductor industry and advanced structural materials in the industrial machinery, medical, 
building and construction, and sporting goods industries.
